It may interest readers to know that many 
of the best Jamaican {amilic!> send their chil- 
dren to Canadian CollcKes and Universities, and 
ihat numbers of white people, as well as some 
of ihc respectable coloured cla^s, coining to Cnn- 
ada, TiikI em]iluyinciit in stores and iii dome^iie 
Service;, giviiiir their employers saiisfaciion equal 
to ttrat of iminiBr.intii from other parts of the 
Umpire and elsewhere. 

The Social lieirarehy of Jamaica has many 
tirades; so many, in fact, that it is computed that 
200 laniilies may constilnlc 50 classes of sets; 
this makes social inierconrse sonicthinf^ of a 
problem; hnl, despite all this, white, black, and 
coloured people live loRcllitr in harmony, the 
black and colourful pol>ably under happitrr con- 
diiions [tmn .mywhere else in the world. 

Amicable Relations of Two Races. 

Tht relations existiiifr between coloured and 
while are largely alTcctcd by wealth, positon, edu- 
cation, attd rcruiemcttt, and not exclusively 01 
chiclly by colour. As a malicr of fact, colour is 
absolutely no bar to promotion tii olVicial life, 
and a successful coloured niau bus as good a 
clmiicc sucinilty in the West Indies as anywhere. 
Here coloured men sit side by side with their 
while brethren on the judicial bench. They also 
hold prominent positions in politics, the 
Churches, in medicine, and in eommercial life. 

The Salvattoii Amiy makou its boast that 
"Under our colours all nations agree!" and per- 
haps no butler demonstration of the fact could 
anywhere be found than in Jamaica, where all 
shades and many classes harmonionsly mingle in 
our Bands, Songster llrigades, street meetings, 
marches, and on our platforms, in one united 
clYort for the up-Uft oi their fellows. 

It is sigm'ficant, too, that a one-time slave was 
Ihcpioiiecr of Solvation Army work in ihc British 
West Indies. .Mother l-oiter was her name. She 
was born a slave in the Fort Koyal Alouniains, 
over 90 years ago, and in course of lime was 
taken by* her mistress lo I£nglaiid. There she 
remained for about 40 years. She became con- 
verted ill The Army at South Shields, aud after 
her husband's death returned. In 1883, to 

She began lo hold open-air meetings in 
Kingston, and was probably the first woman 
street preacher there. She was persecuted, but 
she persevered, and was instrumental in secur- 
ing some remarkable conversions from amongst 
the churchless crowds. 

Mother Foster as Pioneer. 

Some ministers of the Gospel stood by her, 
and the Governor of the Colony allowed her to 
hold meetings on cL-rlain conditions. 5he con^ 
dncted n small mission in a disused store, and 
awaited the arrival of Army Officers. When 
they eaiiie she took her little band of followers 
and joined with tiicm. She was made a Ser- 
geant- Major, and laboured with success in the 
island for a few years, until her rtturn to^ Eng- 
land, where she died, triumphant in the faith, in 
March, igio. 

The Armv has now reached almost every 
part of the island, but in :i country with over 
one hundred thousand peasant properties, and 
many extensive plantations, employing great 
numbers of lahourers, its operations arc natur- 
ally vtry largely confined to the peasant pro- 
prietor and labouring classes, although in the 
eoasliil towns others mingle under our flag. The 
Salvationist family on the right of our group of 
Jamaica pictures on page 24, is a type o£ many 
others connected with our city Corps, some of 
wliom arc the very best examples of Salvation 
Solilfcrs it has ever been our privilege 10 meet. 

Elementary educational work, and industrial 
elTorts arc conducted by The Army in'thc in-

wbclminRly wonderful when they rcncctcd on the want of faith in Him which He had found in 

There is no doubl, of eoursCj (hat His return from (be dead must have had an enormous 
inllncncc upon ilicm. The fact that iliey bad been so iiitiinnic ivitb Him gave tlicm confidence 
1 in their own recognition. Whatever others might s.iy or feel about the possibility of their hav- 
ing made a mistake in identifying the Saviour as the same r.cing they bad known before the 
tragedy of Cjlvarj', they could bavc no doubls Ihcnisclvcs, or tf tbcy began by doubting their 
doubts soon passed away. 

Various ciTCumstantcs would of course strengthen their faith: among tlicm the cxtraor- 
dinaiT manner of His appearing- and rcapj>carinp in their niiilei— Ibe remarkable fulfilment of 
His wordi which they .^aw at Pentecost— and pcibqps even more than lias been realieed by us, 
tbe empty Tomb. Peter, in liis address on [he day of Penlecosl, referred lo David's Tomb as 
still there, and to death as still holding David inits grip. Why did not- why could not the op- 
ponents of the Resurrection appeal to Jesus Clirtsl's Tomb? It was [here, in a public situation, 
well known and easily aeecssiblc. There can Only he one reason for their silence tn ihe fnicc o( 
Peter's challenge. They knew that Tomb was empty. And more, no one dare so much as to 
say tbat it was empty because the Body had been stolen. There, within 3 few weeks of ihc 
death, on the very spot wlicrc it bad all happened, before Ihe eyes of thousands of men who 
knew the whole story, that myth was already e:eplodod. 

But powerful as all this must hnve boon, it was really the reCnrncd disciples' own con- 
scious personal knowledge of their risen Master and the joy that Mis presence gave tlicm which 
slew their doubts and charmed away their fears. Poor CIcopas. who had ficd from the Cross, 
leaving his own wife there all alone in tier faithfulness lo her riying Saviour, said after the jour- 
ney to Emmaiis, "Oh, did not our hcarls bum wtihin us while He talked with us," and Thomas, 
even doubting Thomas, fell down at last at His feel, crying, "My Lord and My Godl" 

II.— THE LOOK BACK. 

But if the personal experience of those who quickly returned to their allegiance to jcsus 
Christ as soon as they were convinced of His Resurrcclioii from the Dead arc interesting to us, 
■ -what about the number who never came back? There can be little doubt that many -^vho had 
..ioHowed with Him and bad hoped gfcat things of Him for fsracl's sake, and had even made 
pledges to Him of love and service, drew back in the hour of His trial. They had, I believe, 
been, just as many people lihc (hem arc to-day, quite sincere in what they said of thofr faith and 
devotion, but they gave up in tbe presence of tbat terrible Cro.ss. .Many of (hem must have 
had precious lionrs of loving association witli Jcsns, great joy tn Hi's ntigbty works, and the 
deep fountains of love for all that is good and noble must bavc been touched tn them. But the 
Cross, with its shame and mud and separation and death — (bat was loo much, and so,^ no doubt 
accompanied by many sad and painful thoughts, "they forsook Him and fled." 

How would they feel when they heard the widely-circulating rumour that He had risen 
from the dead as He had said? Back again in the life of Jerusalem and Jtidca, \vondcring already 
however they bad come to be infincnccd by that strange and bcanliful Being who was now de- 
graded before the whole nation, many of them must have heard the sensational story with a 
strange trembling! 

Others, no riouht, were called by the startling truth to remember that He, this wonderful 
Heing of heart and fire, had loved them. Perhaps then they felt how liitlc this world is, how 
vain its pleasures, bow cheap its toys, how empty its sweetest notes, how weak Its chicfcst deeds, 
how poor its greatest riches beside that love. Did the fatt Stand ont for Some of them— that one 
evening hour by the quiet waters of Galilee, with Him, was worth more than all that earthly 
pleasure or worldly power could give? Did (hey long for the peace His presence gave, the 
Unnquil and enduring joys, the inward and abiding rest which only a Saviour^s tovc can bring?

Soeia! relief and Rescue Work is carried on 
ainoTijisi men and women, and the prisons, too, 
arc visited by regularly-appointed Officers, 

'I'be Army's spiritual oiierations arc repre- 
sented by a riiie Traiiiiiijj College and 56 centres 
of evangelistic \i'ork in thf islmid. A special fea- 
ture of this work is the opt-n-air gatherings. The 
West Indian negro loves street oratory of the 
religious kind, and is very fond indeed of hymn 
singing. The climate is conducive to outdoor 
meetings. The .Army Officer is, tiiurefore. never 
ivithotit a crowd of earnest listeners nud lusty 
singers at an o|icn-air service. He also secures 
resulis, for during the past year over 40 pcr.-ions, 
some of (hem very desperate chnrnclcrs have 
kticlt and sought salvation in the open-air mcet- 
Migs conducted in connection with tJie Kingston 
Central Corps. Over 300 penitents, it may be

During this Congress, however, two I'ouiig 

women Ollici-rs came to inc. saying that this 
Corps bad been laid on their liearls: llicy would 
like 10 have an opportunity of goiup tlicre. I 
could scarcely refuse ihcm; indeed, I was glad. 

They weni. and bad a wonderful lime. About 
nine months after, when I visited the town lo 
see thM)t;s for myself, I shook hands with 
i-eventy-iour Soldiers, all wearing uniform; and 
in Ihc next Training Session to assemble wc 
had ten Cadets from this little Corps that had 
been almost ■doscd. 

I asked tlic Captain how the change had 
come about. She was very uiiassuminK, but I 
gradually got the story. 

On their taking charge there were si.x names 
on th^ Soldiers' Roll, and the morning after 
their arrival they took the Roll to their bed- 
room and laid it open on the bed. Then, kneel- 
ing down together, they placed their fingers OH 
those half dozen names and prayed for the Sol- 
diers one by one. 

Next they M-ciit Out to visit everybody, call- 
ing again and again at a pnblic-liousc, from 
which they afterwards got one of their converts. 

r went to this man's house to tea, and asked 
him hoiv he ^^'as captured. lie said, pointing to 
Ihc Captain: "She would come into the tap- 
room, and somehow it didn't matter how nasly 
wc were she made us feel she loved us and 
lived for us." 

Turning to the wife, I asked for some fur- 
ther CKplanaiton. How had She been won? She 
said: "Little baby was very sick. I had nursed 
and nursed] and was almost woru out, and then 
the Captain found us. She told me I must go 
to bed and she would watch. I would not let 
her, I was a drunkard's wife, and had nothing 
nice in the home. But she insisted. And she 
nursed the baby night .-sftcr night till she w-ns 
better," 

And yet things in the Corps, with this one ex- 
ception, remained much Ihc same. Then, in the 
Watch-night service, whon the Officers had been 
there nearly six months, another drunkard was 
converted, and the people were startJetl. They 
begJiii to realize what wis taking place in their 
midst, and from that hour the awaketting spread. 

It was the deep compassion of those frail 
women Officers that had most to do in bringing 
it about.

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This backward coiidiiinn of education is fur- 
ilier explained hy tlic fact that a gre.'it many of 
the villages possess no school, and many of the 
schools that do exist arc hnt "Kul Panp,'' or ii 
room where the Chinese classics are taught from 
ilawii LO sunset, and whcri; only the few who can 
afford to p.iy in cash or kind may aticiid. The 
hoy of n poor father, for iiisiaiice, must he};in 
10 work in the fields or \o gather fuel from the 
mouiuains, at a very tender Ji^e, and for him 
education is ont of the question allogclhcr, 
Tlieii it can almost he called a conniry without 
a newspaper, For except for one in Seoul^ the 
ca|iiial, nunc is pnlilished in the native language. 
Where wonld your average Canadian be without 
his ilaily education to help keep hint informed! 

In onr work of Training therefure it is neceS' 
sary to begin with simple lessons in subjects 
such as geography, arithmetic, and general in- 
forniaLioii, and at times it is amusing to note the 
incredulous exl>rc55ion on the faces of sonic of 
the Catlets should you dcscrihe, for example. .In 
nnderground railway, u snhniarinc vessel, or a 
dying machine. They do not even uccepi ali [he 
Seripiiires without many inquiries. 

It has to he remenihercd thai their know- 
ledge of religion is generally exceedingly limited. 
\Vv never have what is known as ft "born Chris- 
lion." nnr men who have had the privvile^e of a 
relifiious traiiiiny; hut ofiL-n those who have
